This was in obvious reference 
to the fact that the CIO’s indus- 
trial union council] at Flint, Mich., 
where 42,000 GM employes are on 
strike, denounced the agreement 
to permit parts manufacture.

Rebels Kill Iran Chief; 
GIs Reinforce Garrison 


TEHRAN, Iran, Dec. 2.—(UP)—The Iranian governor of Maragheh 
in revolt-torn Azerbaijan province was assassinated by rebels Sunday 
and the U. S. embassy disclosed that 2,000 American troops had ar- 
rived from the United States to bring the American garrison in Iran 


The VU, S. lega- 
tion said the American troops had 
been sent to fill the ranks left 
open by demobilization under the 
point system, which hit the Per- 
sian Gulf Command heavily. 


Two hundred new American 
troops arrived in Tehran to bring 
the garrison strength here to about 
500. However, informed sources 
said evacuation of all American 
troops was planned for Jan. 1, re- 
gardless of Iran’s internal situa- 
tion. 

On Nov. 26 the U. S. State De- 
partment announced it had pro- 
posed the withdrawal of Ameri- 
can, British and Russian troops 
from Iran by Jan. 1. The an- 
nouncement said it believed the 
government of Iran should “have 
full freedom, without interference 
from Soviet, British or Amefican 
military or civil authorities to 
move its armed forces through 
Iran in such a manner as it may 
consider necessary in order to pre- 
serve its authority or to maintain 
internal security.” 

Only three major American 
camps now remain in Iran-—-Camp 
Amirabad in Tehran; Khorram 
Shahr and Abadan on the Persian 
gulf. 


Chinese Communists Want Peace, 


But Can War 10 Years, Says Chief 


YENAN, China, Dec. 2.—(4)—Tand the Communists’ position then? 


Chinese Communists, although 
anxious for peace, are prepared to 
fight a 10-year civil war, their 
chief of staff, Gen. Yeh Ching-Yin, 
declared Sunday in an interview 
to which he devoted nine hours. 
Yeh reviewed in detail events 
leading to present strife in north 
China and concluded with the ac- 
cusation that Generalissimo Chiang 
' Kai-shek’s Nationalists had used 
the disarming of Japanese as a 
pretext to assault and try to an- 
nihilate the Communist Eighth 


Route Army. 
He submitted what he said were 


nese Communists. 

“There is hope for peace, but its 
realization depends on efforts of 
both sides, as well as the good will 
of foreign friends, especially Amer- 
ica,” Yeh said. 

He said more than 80,000 men 
have been killed and wounded in 
the two opposing forces since 
Japan’s surrender. He termed the 
situation “very serious but not 
hopeless: we do not look on the 
present fight as all-out civil war, 
yet.” 

The last civil war, more than 10 
years ago, lasted a decade, he said, 
although it involved smaller forces

“Today, with Communists 
strengthened through reliance on 
the idea of a coalition government 
in contradiction to the old Soviet 
plan,” the war could last 10 years, 
he remarked. 

He estimated the strength of 
Chinese Communists at more than 
3.000.000 men and declared that 
they could sustain themselves for 
a decade without military aid from 
outside.

From Bully 
Of Nazidom

NUERNBERG, Germany, Dec. 2. 
(INS)—Ernst Kaltenbrunner, con- 
sidered the toughest of the Nazi 
war criminals on trial at Nuern- 
berg, turned Sunday night into a 
cringing “cry-baby” as the four- 
power court sought to speed up 
the history-making hearings. 

Kaltenbrunner, who was Adolf 
Hitler’s chief Gestapo bully, broke 
down and cried like an infant, 
protesting that he would “rather 
die than sit in that courtroom” 
where a score of his colleagues 
have watched the prosecution 
weaving a noose about their col- 
lective neck. 

The erstwhile “tough guy’s’”’ out- 
burst occurred when, for the first 
time since he suffered a cerebral 
hemorrhage two weeks ago, Kal- 
tenbrunner was able to leave his 
hospital bed and walk about the 
room. 

CRIES BITTERLY 

Kaltenbrunner refused to co- 
operate in efforts to get him 
back on his feet quickly. Pale- 
faced and trembling, he cowered 
in a chair, covering his face with 
his hands and crying bitterly. 

“I don’t want to get well,” he 
snifflec. “"*Tobody has a chance 
—they’ll hang us all.” 

When told Siuntly to buck up, 
Kaltenbrunner petulantly whim- 
pered against his fellow-defend- 
ants. . 

Kaltenbrunner’s lawyer urged 
him not to allow Reichsmarshal 
Hermann Goering, Rudolf Hess, or 
ex-Foreign Minister Joachim von 
Ribbentrop to shame him through 
their facing of Allied justice with- 
out hysterics. 

NOBODY LOVES HIM 

“They hate me — everybody 
hates me and blames me for 
everything Hitler did,” Kalten- 
brunner wailed. 

“The trial is just a farce,” he 
insisted. 


Kaltenbrunner was head of the’ 


security and criminal police. He 
is accused of unflinchingly carry- 
ing out Hitler’s most sadistic or- 
ders for wanton killings; of di- 
recting the murders by civilians 
of war prisoners and Allied fliers 
who parachuted into occupied 
lands, and of liquidation of thou- 
sands of Germans. 

His defense counsellor, fed up 
with his client’s constant cringing 
for sympathy, advised Kalten- 
brunner strongly that he _ will 
make no headway in such an at- 
titude. Most of the defense law- 
yers are smarting under what 
they admit was a “bad defeat” 
at the hands of Maj. Gen. Erwin 
Lahousen, former aide to Adm. 
Walter Wilhelm Canaris, until 
1943 head of the German Intelli- 
gence service. 

LAHOUSEN DAMAGING 

Lahousen, as the first prosecu- 
tion witness, skilfully presented 
accusations and  parried with 
equal facility defense questions. 
His testimony was admittedly es- 
pecially damaging against Field 
Marshal Gen. Wilhelm Keitel and 
Col, Gen. Alfred Jodl, of the Ger- 
man general staff, Ribbentrop and 
Franz von Papen. 

Lahousen’s testimony stung the 
war criminals into action with the 
realization that Canaris’ ghost 
stalked the courtroom with irrefut- 
able evidence which might damn 
all for their crimes. 

As a result, a good many de- 
fendants demanded that their law- 
yers don brass knuckles in the 
fight with the prosecution. 

However, aroused by Hess’ dra- 
matic admission that he only feign-

Political leaders, several gen-

Allied commander. 


The headquarters announcement 
did not specify any charges 
against Nashimoto, a lesser prince 
who became a field marshal in 
1932 and who was a supreme war 
councillor for many years. 


The new list, appearing as the 
Allies prepared to prosecute the 
first of 259 suspects in custody, 
seemed to answer the question 
raised here since family control 
of Japanese industry and finance 
was ordered broken up: would 
members of the Zaibatsu them- 
selves face trial? 

Ordered arrested were such fi- 
nincial giants as Kiyeshi Goko, 
former president of the Mitsubishi 
heavy industries company; Sei- 
hin Ikeda, a Mitsul banker who 
became governor of the Bank of 
Japan; and Chikuhei Nakajima, 
founder of a fighter aircraft pro- 
duction company. 


MILITARY LEADERS 


Military leaders -rdered jailed 
included Adm. Soetake Toyoda 
and Sankichi Takahashi, each of 
whom had served as commander- 
in-chief of the combined fleet and 
chief of the Navy general staff, 
and Field Marshal Shunroku Ha- 
ta, former commander-in-chief of 
Japanese expeditionary forces in 
China and former minister of war.

McVay also told Landsberg that 
he gave the word to abandon ship 
when it became apparent the ves- 
sel was sinking, and that the or- 
der was passed along by word of 
mouth, without the aid of loud- 
speakers or the telephone system, 
which was out of commission. 


SHIP SANK SUDDENLY 


Survivors interviewed shortly 
after their rescue said the ship 
sank so rapidly no one knew for 
sure what hit her.

Happy at Hermitage Plant

SAVANNAH, Ga., Dec. 2.—Here on the old Hermitage plantation 
site, where Georgia industry was born in 1782, there is something 
satisfyingly different going on in this day of labor-management strife. 


Some of the nation’s huge fac- 
tories may be strikebound and 
idle today, but one of Georgia's 
largest, the sprawling Union Bag 
& Paper Corporation plant at 
Hermitage, is throbbing with 
more production, even than in the 
heyday of wartime. 

It’s pulsating with life 24 hours 
a day and ere the clock rolls 
‘round one complete turn, it has 
converted 110 railroad flatcars of 
Georgia pine into kraft (Swedish 
word meaning strength) paper, 
board and bags for packaging a 
full 20 per cent of the stuff Amer- 
ica sells. ) 


4,000 WORKERS ' 

And these more than 4,000 un- 
jon workers are having fun doing 
it. Labor isn’t at management's 
throat, or vice versa. It’s trying 
to beat the other at golf or in 
the bowling alley. They’re danc- 
ing with one another’s womenfolk 
at the monthly shindigs in that 
fine clubhouse the workers oper- 
ate over in downtown Savannah. 

There’s the smoke of industry 
here, to be true. There’s the roar 
of the huge turbines pounding out 
the power tc run this tremendous 
industrial undertaking — enough 
power to furnish Savannah, if 
need be. There is the hum of 
the batteries of bag machines 
processing millions of paper sacks 
a day for corner grocers all over 
the country. . 

There are the boilers, the hun- 
gry monsters rearing their heads 
into the sky—generating 200,000 
pounds of steam an hour to keep 
Union running at its record speet. 
There are the hot kilns, 2,300 de- 
boy hot, which concert lime mud 
nto quicklime for paper making. 
There are the terrifically big di- 
gestors for cooking pulpwood and 
helping to separate its fibers for 
45second conversion into paper 
on the seemingly cndless screens 
that roll day and night. 


INDUSTRIAL CROSS-SECTION 

There are the thousand-and-one 
complexities of this, one of the 
most complex of industries. There 
are the human differences. A 
worker at Union Bag doesn’t nec- 
essarily have to be a papermak- 
er. He may as likely be a boiler- 
maker or a machinist or an elec- 
trician. 
per represent a good cross-section 
of America’s industrial life. At 
last counting, here at Union’s Her- 
mitage plant, there were eight dif- 
ferent AFL unions working under 
the same roof.

Union Bag’s 375 
acres of land isn’t all used for 
making paper. There are golf 
courses, athletic fields, play- 
grounds, shrubbery and trees. 


“FRIENDLY FACTORY” 


This is the place where manage- 
ment and labor work and play to- 
gether. This is the “Friendly Fac- 
tory.” This is the place where em- 
ployer and employe have learned 
to deal with one another peace- 
fully. This is the place where the 
other day when G, W. E. Nichol- 
son, the resident manager, moved 
on to a higher job in New York, 
the workers came bearing gifts in 
appreciation and tribute, they 
said, of the esteem and love they 
had for him.

There is a varied athletic, social 
and educational program going on 
here at Hermitage the year 
around.

The controlling organization is 
incorporated under the name of 
Union Bag Athletic Association, 
Inc., and its directors meet month- 
ly to formulate policy and plan 
programs. The association, as first 
planned by the workers who or- 
ganized it, embraced only ath- 
letics, but today its endeavors are 
much more comprehensive. Medi- 
cine, dental care and social] activ- 
ity also are included in its pro- 
gram. 

Union Bag workers turn out en 
masse for the varied activities 
sponsored by the _ association. 
There is a sports program as broad 
as that of most colleges. There is 
golf, over the Union Bag’s nine- 
hole course, and if you don’t know 
how to shoot a game, Leo T. Berk- 
mann, pro at the course, will teach 
you. There are bowling leagues 
and basketball tourneys and regu- 
larly scheduled baseball games. 
SOCIAL PROGRAM 

The social program sponsored 
by the association is as wide in 
scope as that of sports. It is high- 
lighted by the monthly parties 
where everybody gets to know ev- 
erybody else and they have a lot 
of fun doing it. And there is the 
association’s downtown club, a 
regular city club with all the fa- 
cilities for a night’s social relaxa- 
tion. . 

The association’s wide activities 
are partly financed by profits from 
the restaurant run by the work- 
ers for their convenience. The res- 
taurant, which incidentally serves 
among the best meals in Savan- 
nah, is open 24 hours a day and

“Much must be done in repair- | 
ing and reconditioning highways | 
damaged by excessive military 
traffic during the war years,” he 
said. 

“Lack of materials and: equip- 
ment made it impossible to keep | 
up necessary maintenance during 
the war.” |

BATAVIA, Java, Dec. .2.—(UP)—British Indian troops launched 
an offensive in central Java Sunday, striking out toward a huge 
Indonesian Nationalist concentration near Ambarawa. | 


At Bandoeng, 75 miles south- 
east of Java, British planes blasted 
rebel headquarters. Indonesians 
threatened to blow up two major 
buildings in the summer capital 
if the British moved across the 
east-west line of demarcation. 


Sutan Sjahrir, premier of the | 


self-proclaimed Indonesian Repub- 
lic, expressed alarm over the 
situation in Bandoeng saying, “we 
must prevent it from becoming a 
second Soerabaja.”’ 


At Ambarawa, where some 10,000 | 


civilian refugees have been be- 
seiged for almost two weeks by 
strong Indonesian forces, the Brit- 
ish struck out toward a large reb- 
el concentration point at Bawen. 
They also re-occupied Ungaran on 
the evacuation road to the port 
of Semarang. 

A strongly defended convoy of 
70 trucks arrived at Ambarawa 
to start evacuating the civilians. 

In Bandoeng, two rocket-firing 
Mosquito light bombers and two 
bomb-carrying Thunderbolt fight- 
er-bombers attacked the red build-

NO MORE WIRES? 
Radio Beam 
Sends Quick 


Messages 


One of the more revolutionary 
of the much-talked of engineering 
advancements of the postwar 
world is the “micro wave radio 
beam” system of transmitting tele- 
graphic messages without using 
the present network of wires and 
cables. 

The new system employs a sin- 
gle, super high-frequency, direc- 
tional radio beam, over which it 
is possible to send more than 1,000 
messages simultaneously, with the 
use of “carrier” equipment. 

C. H. Carroll, general manager 
of the southeastern division of 
Western Union, explained that the 
radio beam system has been in use 
experimentally since last spring 
between New York and Philadel- 
phia. It has been successful in 
meeting all the tests imposed and 
provided the experience required 
as a foundation for the proposed 
nation-wide system. 

The plan to establish the radio 
beam system across the entire na- 
tion is expected to take seven 
years, but may possibly be com- 
pleted in five, according to Carroll. 
A large sending and _ receiving 
tower will be built atop some 
large building in each major city 
and intermediate relay towers will 
be located approximately 30 miles 
apart between the stations. 
NEED RELAY TOWERS 

The relay towers are necessary 
because the radio beam, being dli- 
rectional, would leave the earth 
at a tangent due to the curvature 
of the earth,. without the inter- 
mediate towers to nick up the 
beam and straighten it out. The 
towers will be from 60 to 120 feet 
high and will be surrounded by 
a high fence, since they will nor- 
mally be unattended. 

A large number of channels will 
be made available for the handling 
of telegraphic traffic and circuit 


interruption due to falling trees, 
storms and electrical disturbances 
will be practically climinated. 

Another phase of the new pro- 
gram is the expansion of the elec. 
tric “repeforation” system. At- 
lanta is one of six cities in the 
country now having this unit. The 
one here is scheduled for $269,000 
in improvements. When the pro- 
gram is completed, 29 cities will 
have the repeforation system. 
SWITCHES MESSAGES 

The electric repeforation meth- 
od allows messages to b~ switched 
automatically from one city. to 
another, thousands of miles away, 
by the touch of a button, all in 
a matter of seconds. Hundreds of 
complex devices are incorporated 
in the unit, which is fully auto- 
matic, and the possibility of hu- 
man error is almost nil. 


“Telefax” is another of the gad- 
gets which is being employed by' 
large firms in connection with) 
Western Union. This device trans. | 
mits telegrams in facsimile from | 
directly to 
the nearest Western Union office 
in less than a minute.

HIGH’ 
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A Blast Often Reverses 


As the evidence comes in it is more and 
more apparent that Patrick Hurley’s loss 
of temper was for the national good. 


As the Herald Tribune said editorially 
of Hurley, and surely the Herald Tribune 
is not to the left politically: 


“As a result of the policies which have 
been followed during the incumbency of 
Patrick J. Hurley as American Ambassa- 
dor at Chungking, there is grave danger 
that American troops will become in- 
volved in the fighting. Ambassador Hur- 
ley’s all-out support of the Kuomintang 
(Chungking) government has created a 
Situation in which Americans are giving 
aid to one Chinese faction in its quarrel 
with another.” 


Of the Chungking regime the Herald 
Tribune says, “It is extremely conserva- 
tive ... contains semi-fascist elements and 
lacks strong support.” 


Gen. Hurley stormed that “America’s 
economic strength has been used all over 
the world to defeat American policies and 
interests.” 


The fact that Gen. Hurley has insisted 
on allowing American goods, sent to 
China for use against the Japanese, to be 
used against another group of Chinese, 
is hardly in the interests of an America 
which has otlier representatives in the 
Balkans insisting ‘the Soviets keep their 
hands out of neighboring states to the 
west. 


He says our foreign policy has weak- 
nesses. 


Many have said that before, the most 
intelligent statement being one by Sen. 


Fullbright. 


He says that in both wars we have 
failed to establish the principles for which 
we fought. 


Again others have been saying so with 
an increasing chorus and some of them 
point to the general as the one who sabo- 
taged that principle in China. 


He warns the nation a third war is 
Shaping up. Well, before the general lost 
his temper we could see that danger for 
ourselves, 


The general concludes strongly: 


“Our strength should be used to up- 
hold the decisions of the United Nations 
rather than to support conflicting ideol- 
Ogies or war-making power blocs.” 


Does not the general see how he con- 
tradicts himself? He damns some of our 
people for insisting on that very thing in 
China—where he wants to use our 
strength to uphold one power bloc and 
the conflicting ideologies. 


The general doesn’t make sense. 


But, all is explained. There is a little 
report coming out of Washington. It seems 
that Secretary of State Byrnes told Gen. 
Hurley he was in charge and had been 
and to go back in that position. The gen- 
eral agreed. 


But the Republican board of strategy 
Sang a siren song to the general and told 
him that isolationist strength was gaining 
and that a man of his qualifications could 
do well running for senator on the Repub- 
lican ticket. 


The general will learn, from experi- 
ence, that a blast often turns and blows 
the other way. 


A Coming Event Casts a Shadow 


President Truman’s labor-management 
conference ended in complete failure 
largely, if not entirely, because neither 
party was in a mood for the slightest com- 
promise. 


At the outset there was hope. But this 
hope soon Was dissipated by the news that 
John L. Lewis and the United Mine Work- 
ers of America would return to the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor fold in 1946. 
Neither he nor the AFL leaders were in 
favor of making any concessions to CIO 
during the conference. Management like- 
Wise was adamant. The conference was 
doomed before it began. 


Lewis closed the meeting by a public 
appeal to labor to form one organization 
to combat “the much better organization 
of management,” which, he said, “had 
demonstrated its close-knit organization 
during the conference.” He called on labor 
“to take a lesson from management and 
put its own house in order.” 


Thus a coming event cast its shadow. 


The American Federation of Labor, 
with Lewis in the fold, will begin, early 
in 1946, a concerted drive to win away 
from the CIO most of its unions, It then 
hopes to have others follow their lead. If 
it means war, then Lewis is willing. 


This is not at all pleasant to all of the 
AFL, many of whom know to their sorrow 
John L. Lewis’ liking for absolute power. 
But this time they believe, with their own 
executive council aware of ‘this desire, 
they can use him and check his power 
on the council, 


It is just barely possible this coming 
event and its shadow may cause the auto- 
mobile companies to make changes in 
their thinking. From their viewpoint Reu- 
ther, Thomas and Frankensteen are bad 
enough. But, John L----? He is something 
else.

In One Field 


Whatever sophistication I have has taught me 
humility; what experience I have had has taught 
me the awful facts of uncertainty. 

Nevertheless, I am an expert in one field: I am an expert on 
Ralph McGill. Coming from an old “Blue Stocking” Presbyterian 
family which, in my grandmother's time, allowed no cooking on 
Sundays, except breakfast coffee, I always have had an immense 
interest in things religious. The hot breath of Calvin always is on 
my neck, and remorse and sorrow, hot and cold flashes and 
“conscience” fo'low my every dereliction. 

Nevertheless, from my mother, who is one of the few real 
Christians I know, I early learned not to be afraid and not to hate 
or fear or dislike other persons because of their beliefs, even 
members of the Republican party. This made it very easy for me 
to get along despite a great shyness and self-consciousness. Persons 
always have been persons to me, during and since childhood, It 
did not occur to me to think of or identify a person by his religion. 
I honestly do not believe I have ever thought of a person as a 
Catholic or a Jew or a nonbeliever, but always as a person possess- 
ing the same sort of human reactions as I. A Negro’s color sets 
him apart, but I have never understood hatred for him or discrim- 
ination of him and certainly I have always regarded a Negro as 
a person and therefore entitled to be so treated. This did not make 
it necessary to be either a “nigger lover” or anti-Negro. It 
involved none of the social equality ‘argument. I simply regard 
him as a person entitled to complete justice and economic oppor- 
tunity. All this has been entirely natural to me, southern borm, 
southern educated, with no trace of outside influence. 

Writing as an expert on myself, I can say I have always been 
that way. The only influence creating that attitude of mine was 
the Christian religion to which I was subjected at my first child- 
hood consciousness. 


Puzzles Consequently, I invariably am genuinely and entirely 

unable to understand or appreciate the anti-Semitic 
emotions of others: the various racial hates, and the fear which 
some persons have of the Catholic church. It amazes me to 
encounter it. Likewise, all such things dismay me. 

There is currently in the press a charge that the Catholic church 
has on a campaign in this country to control or destroy freedom 
of press and religion and to bring about union of church and state. 
This seems to me the sheerest sort of nonsense. I do not recall at 
any time in 23 years of newspaper work any pressure from the 
Catholic church. Indeed, newspaper desk men or editors seldom 
see a Catholic priest, bishop or church official. They are very 
familiar with a certain type of publicity-seeking minister, but they 
have the good sense to know he doesn’t represent the best in his 
church nor does he typify the Protestant ministry which, by and 
large, rarely ‘“‘pressures’” newspaper offices. 

I would imagine the Catholic men in service and on the lists 
of those dead on the field of honor would be, on a pro rata basis, 
fully as numerous as that of any other group. They died like the 
others in defense of this country and its constitution, which 
plainly separates church and state and which likewise establishes 
freedom of press and religion. | 

I do recall that some time ago a Catholic organization attempted 
to boycott a newspaper in the east for criticism. That was stupid. 
It failed. I also recall the attempt of a Jewish group to boycott a 
New York newspaper. That, too, was stupid. During the days of 
the Ku Klux Klan, that group attempted to boycott papers which 
opposed it. The stupidity was obvious. Those things happen now 
and then in and from all groups where the overemotional or 
thoughtless get control. They cannot be described as general. 


Franco The Catholic church has 


supported the Franco gov- 
ernment in Spain because of the Catholic fear of 
Communism. This support has certainly been most thoroughly 
discussed and criticized by most of the newspapers ,of America. 
I have joined in deploring and opposing this support of the 
Franco government. I think it is a mistake. Yet I wondered 
at the hysteria over the report that Franco had on his desk a 
picture of the Pope, of Mussolini and Hitler. He is a Catholic. 
1 would not expect him to have the photograph of a rabbi or a 
Protestant on his desk. He is a Fascist and, in my opinion, a 
wicked enemy of democracy. ‘Therefore he had his two Fascist 
heroes on his desk. But assuredly this did not mean Catholics were 
Fascist, as the thousands who died fighting it have so eloquently 
testified. It did mean Franco was, and is. 

There are many features of Catholic education in Latin coun- 
tries. which seem to me wrong. I know that many American 
Catholics believe the same. But the fact that those countries 
have been, since the first Spanish explorers stepped ashore to 
claim them in name of king and church, almost entirely Catholic 
in religion and thought, explains it, even though it does not 
justify it. The many struggles to change it also are noteworthy and 
prophetic. But the fact they and the members of their governments 
are Catholic always has seemed to me to explain the desirability of 
the United States having an official observer at the Vatican to keep 
this countr’ informed. ‘ 

The Catholic church has the enormous power of unity. It moves 
and acts with weight and direction. It also has, because of unity, 
the ability to tackle major problems, as it now is tackling the race 
problem in the south. It can do so without fear of any of its priests 
or bishops being attacked by dissenting groups in the congregation. 
It also is engaged in a drive for members and it is getting them in 
large numbers. 

This, I think, causes many to fear it, although I do not under- 
stand why. Others are certainly able to seek members and there is 
interference with them. Religious strife is wicked.

Millions have died in China by Japanese bombs, by starva- 
tion, by disease. 

Yet there are signs that, despite all such handicaps, the human 
population of earth is still on the increase—or will be now 
man’s slaughter is ended. 


: Now comes word that a Russian scientist has 
Longer Life? discovered a drug or a hormone or something 
which, properly administered to the human body, will cure the 
hitherto hopeless disease, old age. It is said this discovery will, 
when in use generally, keep all men and women young by pre 
venting the breakdown or slowing up of the bodily functions. 

Which, of course, means that each individual will live longer, if 
he isn’t a victim of fatal accident or lethal assault. Expectancy 
of life, as they say in the insurance actuarial tables, will Jump 
’'way up there. 

If Old Mother Nature continues to reproduce the race—produce 
the babies—at the same rate as of now, and if each baby born 
may be expected to live 10 or 20 or 50 years longer than as of now, 
it adds up to a staggering increase in world population. 

Which, anyone can see, means still more houses, more jobs, more 
accommodations of every description. If the race continues to re- 
produce without slowing, if the life expectancy continues to ex- 
pand, we're going to be terribly crowded a few hundred years 
from now. 

Not, mind you, that Mother Nature can’t produce all the essen- 
tials for man’s sustenance, too. She is a bountiful old lady. 

The trouble is in man's social and economic inability to dis- 
tribute and share that bounty intelligently. 


: o I have a friend who has a theory about the 
Fascist Eugenics ways of life which will operate a few hun- 
dred, or a couple of thousand, years hence. In detail, I couldn't 
explain his theories here. They are slightly too frank to pass 
censorship in a family newspaper.

It is something that has never 
been thrashed out in the courts, but no less of an authority than 
the committee's counsel, William D. Mitchell, a former attorney 
general of the United States, has stated that if the question were 
ever raised it would probably take years to decide. 
The Republicans would force Mr. Grew to produce his diary 
for publication in the official record of the hearings, where all 


might read it. 

Mr. Grew spent 10 years in Japan as our American ambassador. 
He had a long and colorful career in the Orient. Many historic 
events took place during his diplomatic assignment, climaxed by 
the sneak attack on our Hawaiian fortifications. 

It is doubtless true that the notations made in his diary have a 
high value from ‘the standpoint of some book he may have in mind 
writing: He-has, in fact, been negotiating with publishers for get- 
ting out his diary in the form of a book. 

If the Pearl Harbor committee should incorporate his personal 
notes in its hearings, the value of such a book would be all but 
destroyed. He thus would be deprived of the value of certain 
property rights, 

But, aside from ‘personal grounds, there are other reasons why 
he has a right to insist that his diary be kept from the public. In 
it. he admits, are recorded confidential sources of information 
involving diplomats from other nations. It would hurt our own 
cause to have these sources disclosed to the public. | 

There is just no justification for what the Republicans are 
demanding.
